Development  Report . . . 


^4.5  Million  Goal  Doubled 


The  office  of  University  De- 
velopment nearly  doubled  its  goal 
of  over  $4^/^  million  for  the  last 
two  years,  reported  Raymond 
Beckham  director  of  University 
Development. 

Beckham  outlined  the  progress 
and  accomplishment  of  the  Uni- 
versity Development  pr  o g r a m 
which  was  organized  two  years 
ago.  He  explained  that  the  organ- 
ization is  devoted  to  seeking 
funds  for  the  operation  of  BYU. 

Because  of  increased  enroll- 
ment and  rising  cost  of  education, 
private  schools  are  “hard  pressed 
for  funds,”  explained  Beckham. 
He  offered  that  the  “most  chal- 
lenging” program  for  financing 
educat-jn  was  through  fund  rais- 
ing. 

In  addition  to  Provo,  offices  in 
Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  Hawaii  and 
New  York,  with  a staff  of  1100 
W'Orkers,  are  using  many  meth- 
ods to  gain  funds  for  BYU.  Spe- 
cial committees  involved  in  the 
fund  raising  project  are  Alumni, 
Parents.  Special  Gifts,  Founda- 
tions, Business  and  Industries 
and  Minerals  committees. 

Raymond  Beckham  explained 
that  the  objectives  of  the  organ- 
ization are  to  seek  all  methods 
of  financing  for  the  BYU,  develop 
an  academic  blueprint  and  estab- 
lish an  annual  fund  raising  pro- 
gram. 


In  reviewing  the  success  of  the 
organzation,  Director  Beckham 
stated  that  with  a $1^  million 
goal  for  1967,  University  Develop- 
ment brought  in  $6  million.  He 
explained  that  much  of  these 
funds  are  restricted  because  of 
their  nature.  Donors  may  re- 
strict the  use  of  the  funds  until 
after  their  death  or  the  donation 


may  be  in  the  form  of  land  or 
other  real  estate. 

The  Administration  then  ap- 
pealed to  the  faculty  members  to 
maintain  their  high  academic 
standards  and  excellence  o f 
teaching.  Many  of  the  gifts  re- 
ceived were  directly  related  to 
the  high  standards  and  quality  of 
BYU,  he  said. 


Dr.  Max  Wallentine 
Receives  Appointment 


Dr.  Max  V.  Wallentine,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  animal  science, 
has  been  appointed  director  of 
agricultural  services  at  BYU,  ef- 
fective June  1. 

His  responsibilities  will  include 
management  of  the  University 
Farm  at  Spanish  Fork  and  the 
Animal  Science  Meat  Laboratory. 
He  will  correlate  agricultural  pro- 
duction with  the  academic  depart- 
ments of  the  College  of  Biological 
and  Agricultural  Sciences  and 
with  the  University’s  Food  Serv- 
ices. 

“The  emphasis  of  our  program 
will  be  applied  research,” 
stressed  Dr.  Wallentine.  “In  this 
type  of  program  detailed  research 
can  be  undertaken  while  still  not 
being  a financial  burden  on  the 
University.  The  returns  from 
milk  and  other  sales  will  more 
than  cover  the  costs  of  the  pro- 
jects.” 

The  640-acre  university  farm 
currently  produces  feed  for  most 
of  its  625  dairy  cattle,  40  beef 
cattle  and  75-100  hogs.  Sheep  will 
be  added  to  the  farm  herds 
shortly.  The  243  milking  cows 
provide  a portion  of  the  milk  re- 
quired by  the  University  Food 


Services.  Over  11,000  lbs.  or  5,116 
qts.  of  milk  are  produced  daily 
by  the  University  dairy.  Most  of 
the  meat  animals  are  used  in  re- 
search and  teaching  projects, 
processed  in  the  Animal  Science 
Meat  Laboratory  and  used  by 
Fck^  Services. 

Ihe  University  Farm  has  65 
acres  of  peaches,  cherries,  apple 
and  pear  trees  coming  into  pro- 
duction in  addition  to  the  alfalfa, 
com  and  pasture  crops  raised 
each  year.  Members  of  the  local 
BYU  Stakes  can  fill  their  welfare 
assignments  by  working  on  the 
farm  during  the  school  year, 
mentioned  Dr.  Wallentine. 

“I  am  quite  excited  about  this 
new  assignment”  said  Wallen- 
tine. “I  realize  that  there  are 
many  problems  involved  but  I 
hope  to  be  able  to  meet  this  chal- 
lenge successfully.” 

Dr.  Wallentine  was  reared  on  a 
large  cattle  ranch  in  Idaho  and 
received  his  degrees  from  Utah 
State  University  and  Cornell  Un- 
iversity. He  served  on  the  faculty 
at  Purdue  University  and  in  re- 
search and  teaching  positions  at 
Cornell  University.  He  came  to 
BYU  in  1962.

Over  40  trophies  have  been 
brought  to  BYU  through  the  ef- 
forts of  the  Forensics  Squad.  The 
trophies  include  first  place  wins 
in  Oregon,  California,  Montana, 
Wyoming  and  Arizona.  Unlike  the 


major  team  sports,  all  of  the  for- 
ensics tournaments  are  arranged 
on  an  invitational  basis— BYU’s 
squad  attends  tournaments  al- 
most every  week. 

Forensics  consists  of  several 
areas,  the  most  widely  known  of 
which  is  debate.  The  members  of 
the  squad  compete  for  individual 
honors  in  the  areas  of  extempor- 
aneous speaking,  parliamentary 
procedure,  interpretive  reading 
and  oratory. 

In  the  debate  events,  the  squad 
is  divided  into  groups.  Each 


group  must  be  prepared  to  de- 
bate either  side  of  the  topic.  Top- 
ics are  decided  on  a national  bas- 
is, and  are  debated  for  the  entire 
season,  which  lasts  from  mid- 
October  to  the  end  of  April.  The 
topic  for  this  year  is  “Resolved: 
The  Federal  Government  should 
guarantee  a minimum  annual  in- 
come.” 

The  outlook  for  next  year’s  sea- 
son is  good.  According  to  Lam- 
bert most  of  the  squad  will  be 
returning  next  year.  Problems 
have  arisen  however  over  the 


amount  of  money  alloted  to  the 
Forensics  Squad  by  the  student 
government.

$42,000 

Editor: 

At  present  administration  plan- 
ning could  cost  next  year’s  stu- 
dents well  over  $42,000  unneces- 
sary dollars. 

The  administration’s  present 
plans  to  begin  next  Fall  school 
year  on  September  23,  and  to  end 
on  June  3,  has  recently  been 
brought  to  our  attention.  As  we 
plan  to  live  off  campus,  where 
contracts  are  set  by  the  month 
(in  fact,  most  contracts  extend 
from  September  first  through 
May  30)  we  seriously  question 
such  scheduling. 

Rather  than  pay  for  an  extra 
month  in  June  many  students  will 
be  forced  to  move  during  their 
Spring  Final  Exams. 

We  suggest  instead,  that  school 
be  rescheduled  to  start  and  end 
at  least  a week  earlier. 

This  would  be  most  advanta- 
geous, as  many  students  arrive 
ahead  of  time  as  a matter  of 
course  to  establish  themselves  be- 
fore classes  begin. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  early 
termination  is  vital  to  the  search 
for  summer  jobs  etc.  If  such 
scheduling  really  proves  impos- 
sible we  suggest  that  the  year 
not  be  started  until  October.  Con- 
tracts could  then  be  remade  for 
housing  to  run  from  October 
through  June. 

As  a service  to  the  limited  fin- 
ances of  the  students  we  ask  for 
some  serious  reconsiderations.

Rockefeller’s  freshly  announced 
candidacy  for  the  Republican  pres- 
idential nomination  got  a jet-as- 
sisted takeoff  Wednesday  with  his 
startling  write-in  victory  in  the 
Massachusetts  presidential  prefer- 
ence primary. 

The  New  York  governor,  who  an- 
nounced he  was  entering  the  GOP 
nomination  race  as  a fighting,  ac- 
tive candidate  after  the  polls 
opened  Tuesday,  upset  Massachu- 
setts Gov.  John  A.  Volpe,  a fav- 
orite son  candidate  whose  name 
was  the  only  one  on  the  Republican 
ballot. 

Victory  assured  Rockefeller,  59, 
of  the  stat’s  34  delegate  votes  on 
the  first  ballot  at  ttie  Republican 
National  Convention. 

Sen.  Eugene  J.  McCarthy  of 
Minnesota  easily  won  over  Sen. 
Robert  F.  Kennedy  of  New  York 
in  the  Democratic  race.  McCar- 


Columbia  U 
Closes  Doors 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)— Columbia 
University  was  entirely  closed 
down  today  for  the  first  time  since 
a student  rebellion  began  Apr.  23 
as  the  result  of  a student-faculty 
strike  to  protest  the  arrest  of  720 
students  and  sympathisers. 

Barnard  College,  the  women’s 
undergraduate  school.  Teachers 
College,  and  the  Graduate  School 
of  Journalism— all  of  which  had 
remained  open  when  other  units  of 
the  27,500-student  university  closed 
last  week— cancelled  classes  in  a 
general  “day  of  reflection”  for  stu- 
dents and  faculty. 

Barnard  and  Teachers  colleges 
said  they  would  not  be  open  Thurs- 
day either.  A spokesman  of  the 
university  administ  ration  said, 
“We  do  not  know  at  this  time”  if 
any  part  of  the  university  would 
reopen  this  week.

tive,” the  governor  said.  “Frankly, 
I wasn’t  even  looking  to  see  the 
results.” 

Rockefeller  said  he  had  done  no 
campaigning  in  Massachusetts  and 
could  not  remember  when  he  had 
visited  the  state  last. 

Asked  what  he  thought  former 
Vice  President  Richard  M.  Nix- 
on’s reaction  would  be.  Rockefeller 
said,  “I  don’t  think  he  is  going  to 
be  influenced  by  one  straw  vote  in 
the  wind.” 

Nixon  ran  third  in  the  GOP  race, 
about  5,080  votes  behind  Rockefel- 
ler and  about  3,500  behind  Volpe. 

California  Gov.  Ronald  Reagan, 
another  write-in  candidate  on  the 
Republican  side,  finished  fourth. 

Vice  President  Hubert  H.  Hum- 
phrey finished  third  in  the  Demo- 
cratic race,  more  than  20,000  votes 
behind  Kennedy.  President  John- 
son was  a distant  fourth.
